MASS MEETIH0. 


RALLY OF THE REPUBLICANS TO RATIFY 
THE NOMINATIONS. 


Speeches by C. N. Fox, Congressm an Hor­ 
ace Davis, George A. K night, J. G. 
McCallum and J. L. York. 


The Republicans of Sacramento last night 
held a mass meeting on Second street, be­ 
tween J and K, to ratify the recent nomina­ 
tions. A handsomely decorated Btand was set 
up opposite the Union and Orleans buildings 
and was surmounted by a row of gas burn­ 
ers and hung with flags. Back of the stand 
hung a large portrait of George Washington. 
On the rail of the stand were several large 
and handsome bouquets. Across the street 
stretched a large national flag, while many 
lesser ones hung over and about the speaker's 
stand. A) 8 oc’lock the Republican L?gion, 
Bnme 280 strong, left its hall led by C. N. 
Post, its commander, and bearing torches 
and flags. Many of the members wore caps 
and capes after the regulation style of the 
Legion. At the head of the column was an 
advance of pioneers, and then came the First 
Artillery Band and the officers of the Legion. 
The line was a very good one, and the make 
up was of that character of which any party 
might feel proud, embracing leading and well 
known citizers and many young men. As 
is usual with torchlight processions, a large 
number of enthusiastic boys brought up the 
rear 
of the 
procession. 
The 
proces­ 
sion moved from Seventh and K to J 
and Seventh streets, down J to Fourth, to K, 
and thence to the stand, where it counter­ 
marched, paused in front of the stand and 
gave three cheers for Garfield and Arthur. 
Some 1,800 people had now assembled, and 
the mass meeting began. 
The meeting was called to order at 8:35 
by Jerome C. Davis, Chairman of the Re­ 
publican County Central Committee, who 
announced these officers of the evening: 
Chairman, A. L. H art; Vice-Presidents— 
T. B. McFarland, S. C. Denson, D. M. 
Burns, S. W. Backus, Geo. W. Cheslev, C. 
T. Wheeler, Chris Green, W. D. Stalker, \V. 
R, Jones, L. Klkus, George O. Bates, R. W. 
Parker, J. I. Felter, J. H. Carroll, Andrew 
Aitkin, P. A. Miller, Klwood Bruner, W. 
R. Cantwell, George W. Gilbert, W. M. 
Lyon, I. S. Brown, A. A. Ci>ok, J. M. Hen­ 
derson ; Secretaries- -Win. J. Davis, Thomas 
Alien, J. A. Woodson, Wm. Healey. 
Mr. Davis then introduced Mr. Hart, who 
opened the meeting with a brief, spirited ad­ 
dress, which was received with warm ap 
•plause. 
He bespoke for the orators from 
abroad a hearing such as Republicans accord 
to intelligence, ability and patriotism. [Ap­ 
plause.! He introduced as the first speaker 


CHARLES N. KOX, 
Of Alameda, one of the Presidential Klectors 
on the Republican ticket. [Applause.] The 
Klectors, he said, were but to do the will 
of the people iu casting their votes for Pres­ 
ident and Vice-President, but the nominees 
for Congress occupy a far more important po­ 
sition, and offer for a trust thau which none 
other invites greater responsibilities. For 
these men the people are to cast their votes 
in the coming contest, which is to decide 
whether James A. Garfield shall or shall not 
become President of the United States, a po­ 
sition for which he is fitted in the highest 
degree [applause], and he would not even ex­ 
cept the great Lincoln from the com­ 
parison, for we knew less of him be­ 
fore his 
election 
than 
we 
know 
of 
Garfield. [Applause.] 
Lincoln’s greatness 
we 
foHnd out. 
[Applause.] 
And now 
our new standard-bearer we know to be one 
who was true to the principles to which Lin­ 
coln adhered and for which he laid down his 
life. [Applause.] Shall we not confirm this 
new man for the place Lincoln filled? [Ap­ 
plause.] Shall we not by the same vote exalt 
to the Becond station in the nation that other 
true Republican and friend of Lincoln, Ches­ 
ter A. Arthur? [Applause] Shall we not 
confirm as Congressmen also the four men 
whose names were presented to you yester­ 
day. and from two of whom you will hear to­ 
night? [Applause.] Oue of them has male 
a distinguished record in Congress, and will 
go back a third time with the warmest in­ 
dorsement of his people. [Applause.] An­ 
other, not here now, has served eight years in 
Congress. [Applause.] Four times the peo­ 
ple of this aistrict have ratified his nomina­ 
tion, and now shall not the people of this the 
Second 
District 
send 
him 
back 
to 
stand 
by the 
party and 
the 
nation 
in these 
last days 
of 
the 
rebellion, 
for the rebellion is not yet ended? [Ap­ 
plause ] The rebel yell is yet heard from 
rebel Brigadiers. [Applause.] For the Third 
District the party presents 
the gallant 
Knight. [Applause.] Shall not the people 
this year wipe out the blot which marks the 
Third District with the stain of Democracy ? 
[Applause.] For the Fourth District there 
is presented Romualdo Pacheco. [Applause.] 
He who was once ousted from his seat by the 
Democracy. But the people of his district 
rebuked it with such a majority for Pa­ 
checo at the next election as that even the 
Democracy could not steal away his rights. 
[Applause ] And now the people will send 
him back by a yet greater majority to do the 
will of the citizens of California and stand 
against the rebel host. 
[Applause.] But 
these men are only the representatives of 
ideas, and beyond the question of their fit­ 
ness, the only other questions are those of 
ideas, and their election will declare for you 
that this is a nation one and indissoluble 
[applause]; a nation not to be dissolved 
at the command of Jeff Davis and his 
legions. [Applause.] The central idea of the 
campaign is that, and that alone, and with it 
comes the question whether we shall yield 
np the fruits of the late terrible war—fruits 
grown in the blood of the best of the natioD. 
f Applause. ] 
They say 
the Republicans 
flaunt the bloody shirt. Well, if so, it is wet 
with the gore of the Union men of the 
nation 
who died to save the 
Repub­ 
lic ; 
if we 
have 
a bloody shirt the 
enemy 
furnished it. 
[Applause.] 
This 
enemy, who would have us assume the 
burdens of new and enormous debt3 of thtir 
creation, present as their leader one they ex­ 
pect to control as President through the 
Democratic 
Congressional 
caucus — that 
caucus which was once king and absolutely 
controlled both houses of Congress and the 
Executive, and paved the wav for the rebel­ 
lion. [Cries of "T hat’s so.”] As lias been 
said, what difference does it make who is the 
figurehead ? Don’t they know the man they 
elect won’t dare to go back oa the Southern 
Brigadiers who are pledged to elevate him to 
power. With the statement of his belief that 
this is the last great struggle of the rebellion, 
and that a new era must open np when the 
new census results are made known, he con­ 
cluded with an eloquent appeal to all tu 
stand by the party and the Union. (Loud 
applause.] 
After music by the band the Chairman in­ 
troduced 
GEORGE A. KNIGHT 
Of Humboldt, candidate for Congress from 
the Third District, and prefaced the act by a 
graceful eulogy of the speaker. [Applause.] 
Mr. Knight said if the memory of Lincoln 
lived let the people of California pay a trib­ 
ute to it by giving a Republican victory in 
1880. Let every Republican of I860 exam­ 
ine the question and see if there is any reason 
why he should cease to be a Republican in 
1S8Ó. Twenty years ago the people made up 
their minds with solidified conviction that 
free speech, free labor and a free ballot should 
be enjoyed by all men of the nation, and the 
Republicans nominated Abraham Lincoln to 
carry out the idea, and to-day they present a 
man to emulate his example, one true to the 
same principles, tobe President of the United 
States—James A. Garfield—[applause], and 
stout-hearted Republicans exist to-day as in 
1860 to stand again for the Republic and 
swear under God that this Union shall be 
preserved a nation forever. [Cheers.] The 
Republican party tells the South it is no 
party of haie, but that the Republicans are 
the most magnanimous people in all the 
earth. What would have been the fate of 
rebels like those of the South, had they struck 
at the Government, in a European nation ? 
Why they would not have been left alive on 
the face of the earth, and that’s true, and all 
men know it. [Applause.] Talk of hatred 
and a solid Jiorth—nay, it is the solid 
South 
against 
the 
magnanimous 
North, 
against 
the 
Union of 
State.*. 
A few months_ago only the people flew to the 
relief of the South, sunken beneath the piti­ 
less scourge; and the people of the North 
they were who lifted up the drooping head 
and smoothed the brow of pain in the South. 
[App’ause.] And these people remembered 
all the time when pestilence was sent from 
the South hidden behind a mask to destroy 
our Union soldiers; but they forgave it anil 
went to the help of our brethren fallen be­ 
neath the yellow pestilence, and yet they tell 
us we hate them. AYrho tells us of this ? 
Why these Tanner Democrats? who have been 
fasting twenty years [great applause and 


laughter] ; these Democrats who know there 
is not, and never was, a principle of the Re­ 
publican party that was not right See what 
positions they have taken. Declared against 
the war, and it succeeded ; took up Greeley, 
than whom no man bad abused them more 
(laughter]: then it took up McClellan and 
tailed, and it didn't want Grant to be elected 
because he was a military man, and now they 
take up the soldier Hancock. [Applause.] 
Who knows what Hancock s position is on 
anything? We waited for his letter, and 
were told to just look out when Jens 
Black wrote it for him [applause and 
laughter],

[Laughter.] 
He hoped he had the good will of the people 
of the becond District, though they could not 
vote for him, but he wanted them to know 
every political thought he had was in con­ 
sonance with the Republican party. [Ap­ 
plause.] He knew the nominee far this dis­ 
trict, h rank Page, had reflected the honesty, 
integrity and sentiments of his constituency, 
and that he would receive their hearty sup­ 
port. [Applause.] Mr. Knight said it was 
not his intention to make a long speech. He 
was there only to unite his voice with the 
voice of the people of Sacramento in ratifying 
the nominations of Garfield and Arthur, and 
the selection of candidates at the late Con­ 
vention. [Applause and cries of “ Go on, 
go on. ’] 
After music by the band, the Chair intro­ 
duced with warm praise 
HORACE DAVIS 
Of San Francisce, nominee for Congress from 
the First District. Mr. Davis begun by bear­ 
ing! testimony to the ability, industry and 
vigilance of H. F. Page in Congress, where 
he had watched his course closely for two 
terms and marked his influence for good for 
this State. He led off in " Three cheers for 
Frank Page,” which the audience joined in 
with hearty good will. Mr. Davis then said 
Page would next session be better qualified 
thau ever to serve the people, for every year 
he gained strength with Congress and the 
people of the coast, and his influence con­ 
stantly broadened. 
[Applause.] He theD 
narrated how Mr. Page and himself had 
labored on the Chinese question, and followed 
up committees night and day, far and near, 
and forced conviction upon them. He said 
the Democrats could have made a law 
within the limits of the treaty, on the Chinese 
question, had they desired, but they wanted 
to force an obnoxious measure ou the Ad­ 
ministration for the purposes of political 
cipital. The bill as it pissed the House was 
within the treaty limits, as it restricted the 
immigration of l’iiiue»e to fifteen per ship, 
but up in the Senate they clapped on an 
amendment directing the President to give 
notice that after the 1st of July, 1880, 
Articles Yr. and Y‘I. of the treaty should be 
abrogated. Now, he knew the sentiments of 
President Hayes, and he violated no con­ 
fidence in saying that he is in hearty

with

fornia ou the Chinese question. [Applause.] 
YVell, w hile there was no difficulty iu passin 
the bill as originally sent to the Senate, it 
was found that the amendment would work 
an abrogation of the whole treaty and destroy 
at once all diplomatic relations under it, and 
that amendment would kill the bill, for the 
President could not in that form sign it. Mr. 
Davis and Mr. Page and others then went to 
the Democratic Committee in the House and 
begged it to reject the amendment, and 
showed why it Bhould be done, and how that 
act would lift a burden from the people of 
California. But no, the committee, in re­ 
sponse to the bidding of a caucus, decided to 
force the President to veto the bill, that they 
might cast the responsibility on the Admin­ 
istration. The next—the late session—the bill 
was up again, and the Democracy had the 
power, 
and 
it 
alone, to 
force 
it to 
passage but it refuted. 
How 
different 
was the action of the President. He Bet 
about at once to open negotiations with the 
Chinese Government with a view to settling 
all this difficulty, if possible, in that way' 
and hence the recent Commission.

plause J Mr. Davis said he had not come 
upon the stand save to utter a few words, to 
urge the people to stand firm for the Repub 
lican party, to ratify the nominations of Gar­ 
field and Arthur and make them President 
and Y’ice-President of the United States. 
[Applause.] The audience called to Mr. 
Davis to continue, but he only bowed his 
thanks for their compliment. 
After a selection by the band the Chair

J . G. M’CALLUM 
Of Alameda, who proceeded to review the his- 
to.y of the formation of the nation, narratiuN 
the facts which brought about the adoption of 
the Constitntion of the United States and 
the retention of the central idea which makes 
this Union a nation, and gave a history of 
the controversy which preceded the final es­ 
tablishment of that idea in the fundamental 
law. He sketched also all the subsequent 
controversies on the subject, anil came down 
to the final adjudication of the issue as to 
whether this is or is not a nation, when Chief 
Justice Grant at Appomattox Court-house 
affirmed the declaration of the Constitution, 
and in which decision he was aided by 100,000 
Associate Justices. 
[Applause.] YY’hat is 
there in Hancock to recommend him to Dem­ 
ocrats. except that he whipped them on the 
field of battle ? The speaker then narrated 
the scenes in Washington at the close of the 
war, to show how generous and hearty and 
sincere was the spirit of forgiveness by 
the people of the North, as manifested 
toward those who had so lately been in 
rebellion against the nation, and declared 
that the cry that the North hates the South 
is as false as it is ungenerous. [Applause ] 
Had the South accepted—would it now ac­ 
cept that forgiveness in the spirit it was ex­ 
tended tlu re would be no sectional parties. 
[Applause.] If the Democracy may, how­ 
ever. boast of and offer to General Hancock 
a solid South, why may not the Republican 
party pledge a solid biorth to James A. Gar­ 
field? [Applause.] 
YY’ith a review of the 
liolitical characters of Garfield and Hancock, 
the speaker concluded. 
After music by the band the Chairman in­

J. L. YORK 
Of SantaClara. Hs said the hour was too 
late to enter upon a set speech, but he was 
glad to shake hands with the Republicans of 
Sacramento. There are two forces beating 
and throbbing throughout the universe of 
God, one building up beautiful forms, the 
other breaking down, destroying. YVe see it 
and feel it in all things. The first force we 
call life, the other death. Death and Democ­ 
racy are synonymous terms, while Repub­ 
licanism is national life and unity. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] Democracy deals in negatives, Re- 
Íublicanism in 
affirmations of 
progress, 
lemocracy bequeathed to the nation a legacy 
of pain, a country torn by secession, a coun­ 
try bankrupt in credit, with arsenals robbed, 
with ships scattered to the four winds. YY’ho 
dare deny it? The tree is known by its 
fruit. These were the fruits of Democratic 
rule which were thrown upon the hands of 
the Republican party when it took charge 
Look at its work and judge that tree by its 
fruit. 
fruit. [Applause.] Mr. York declared the 
Republican party to be the true Greenback 
party, whose financial policy and succe.s have 
been the surprise and glory of the world. He 
said it was the true Labor party, and hail 
always been the friend of free and untram­ 
meled labor. He urged in forcible strains 
that no Greenback and Labor party side 
issues should be allowed to lead men away, 
divide the vote, and thus give Hancock the 
election. YY’ith a lengthened and impassioned 
appeal to the patriotism of citizens, he con­ 
cluded after paying an eloquent tribute to 
the motto of the Republican party : “ Not 
for a day, but for all time.” He then led 
the audience in three cheers for Garfield and 
Arthur, and the hand having played a selec­ 
tion, Mr. Hart dismissed the audience. 
It was about 11 o’clock when the meeting 
was adjourned, and the night being excewi- 
ingly cold. The audience, for two hours, 
stood in the breeze and gave close attention 
to the speakers, but for the half hour there­ 
after the crowd rapidly diminished. The 
meeting was several times interrupted by 
drunken men. two or throe of wnom the 
police snatched up and marched toward the 
station-house. The audience was an intelli­ 
gent and thoughtful body, and paid the 
speakers the compliment of interjecting ap­ 
plause at only the right points, and of giving 
undivided attention to the remarks addrcsse 1 
to it.

He hnug an ordinary piece of 
cloth against a board and tired six shots 
from a revolver at it at ten paces. 
The 
balls penetrated the board and carried the 
cloth in with them, but when the board 
was split so that the bullets could be taken 
out, the cloth had not suffered the slight­ 
est injury. 
He claims that an ordinary 
musket ball will not penetrate cotton or 
other cloth which has lieen submitted to 
his process. 
He also soaked a twine in his 
preparation and it sustained a weight of 
300 pounds before breaking. 
A piece of 
sewing thread was made to sustain a w eight 
of fifty pounds. 
By this means he pro­ 
poses to so strengthen ropes that it will 
only be necessary to use the smallest size. 
He estimates that suspension bridges cau 
be built of ropes, of say three inches thick, 
which will take the place of the iton cables 
now in use, and be far. less expensive.

A GOOD BEGINNING. 
During the list session of Congress an 
appropriation of five thousand dollars was 
secured by Representative Davis, of the 
First District, for the purpose of making 
inquiry- concerning the special nee is of agri­ 
culture in the arid regions west of the 
hundredth meridian. The purpose of Mr. 
Davis in seeking this appropriation was to 
open the door for more extensive and bene­ 
ficial investigations into the requirements 
of the dry regions of California. Uuder the 
appropriation as it stands au opportunity 
will be given to examine into the needs of 
the San Joaquín valley and other arid sec­ 
tions, and it is believed by Mr. Davis that 
if the first results are such as to show the 
importance of the subject there will be no 
difficulty in persuading Congress to in­ 
crease the appropriation. To the end that 
the most good may be got out of 
the small amount at disposal, Mr. 
Davis has suggested the co-operation 
of the State Board of Agriculture in 
the undertaking, and we understand that 
during the State Fair a meeting will be 
held for conference with the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, General Le Duo, who is ex­ 
pected to visit California at that time. It 
is needless to point out the value of such 
au opening as Mr. Davis has here suc­ 
ceeded iu making. Ity judicious manage­ 
ment it will afford opportunity for inter­ 
esting Congress in our arid plains, and in­ 
duce that body- to grant such appropria­ 
tions as will suffice to develop means of 
meeting and overcoming the drawbacks to 
agriculture which have thus far so seriously 
handicapped a large section of our farmers. 
Mr. Davis deserves much credit for his 
thoughtfulness and activity- in this connec­ 
tion, and we trust tiiat the State Board of 
Agriculture will be prepared to advise 
Commissioner Le Due as to the disposition 
of the fund in tho way w hich wilt do the 
most good. 


THE SCIiRODER CASE. 
Judge Evans, of the Superior Court of 
Oakland, has denied the application for 
bail made on behalf of Schro.icr. In ren­ 
dering his decision in the case he took oc­ 
casion to express his l>elicf that the plea of 
insanity was without justification, and that 
the points taken by the defendant's coun­ 
sel were of a very surprising character. 
The counsel for the defense did not desire 
the Court to explain its reasons for refus­ 
ing bail, but the Judge pointed out that he 
was in a measure forced to say what he 
did, because of the attitude of the defense 
iu claiming bail as a right under the cir­ 
cumstances. He therefore reviewed the 
evidence at length, and dwelt upon the 
evidence of deliberate purpose in the ac­ 
tion of the defendant, as also upon the 
entire absence of testimony going to show 
that D.-. Lefevre had been guilt of seduc­ 
tion. The general effect of the Judge's 
decision was very unfavorable to the de­ 
fense. counsel for which would gladly 
have waived the explanation of the 
Con.t, aud especially his severe animad- 
versioi 8 upon the gross abuse of the plea 
of insanity which has been practiced of 
late years in murder esses. Altogether 
we cannot but regard the judicial opinions 
delivered by the Superior and Police 
Courts in this case as wholesome and 
timely, and we trust that the result wiil 
be to check that popular disposition to 
condone and justify murders of this kind, 
which has done so much to multiply them. 
Nor is it at all unnecessary that the public 
should lie reminded in this case, by succes­ 
sive judicial statement1', that there has 
as yet been no evidence produced to fix 
upon Dr. Iicfevre the commission of the 
offense for which it is alleged he was 
killed. It is well that the attem pt to pro­ 
cure bail has failed so signally, for had it 
been otherwise there would have been 
grave reason for doubting the application 
©f anything like justice in the case event 
ualiy. 


Captain Eads delivered an address to 
the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
on Weduesday, explanatory of his scheme 
for a ship railway across the Isthm us.. It 
was a very lucid and interesting statement, 
and it must have removed many previously- 
existing misapprehensions and prejudices 
from the minds of his hearers. The plan 
proposed by Captain Eads is for a twelve- 
rail track. On this a cradle would be 
placed to receive the vessel. This cradle 
would be lowered down an incline plane 
into the sea until the ship was placed 
directly over it. Then it would be drawn 
up so that the ship could be securely- 
shored up, and when this was effected two 
powerful engines would he attached, and 
cradle and ship be drawn over the Isthmus, 
and launched into the water again on the 
other side. 
A cradle for a ship and cargo 
weighing 0,000 tons would be about 350 
feet long, and would rest on twelve rails, 
4 feet apart. 
Ou each of the twelve 
rails there 
would 
be 
115 wheels, 
so that each rail would carry 500 
tons, or about four and one-third tons 
to the wheel. As the drivers of ^ a rg e 
freight engine bear with a weight of six 
tons on the rail, it is evident that the 
roadbed and rails and ties would not re. 
quire to be heavier than those of an ordi 
nary well built railroad. To avoid curves 
in the road it is proposed to erect turn­ 
tables whenever it is necessary to leave 
the straight course. The Captain is confi­ 
dent that thia method of transporting ships 
and cargoes is entirely practicable. He 
however frankly meets the staple objec­ 
tion, namely, that the vessels w-ould be 
liable to strain themselves, and shows 
that it has no force, the fact being that a 
well constructed ship would sustain far 
less strain in the cradle than every 
ship is subjected to at sea in a 
gale of wind. 
He also points out 
that 
1 * should 
it 
be 
necessary 
to 
*• give any additional strength to the sides 
“ of a vessel, almost any number of 
“ supports may be employed. These can 
“ be made to extend from the sides or 
“ galleries of the cradle, and could be so 
“ applied that injury to the vessel would 
“ be simply impossible.” He adds that 
“ some of the ablest engineers in this 
“ country and abroad have decided un- 
“ hesitatingly that loaded vessels may be 
“ thus carried in perfect safety. Among 
“ those who have so decided is Hon. E. J. 
“ Reed, late Chief Constructor of the 
“ British Navy, au engineer of the highest 
“ reputation, whose knowledge and ex- 
“ perience of shipbuilding are second per- 
“ haps to that of no man living. Indeed 
“ I may safely assert that since I first 
“ broached the subject of a ship lailway I 
“ have not found a single engineer who has 
“ expressed a doubt as to the prac- 
“ tieability of the project.” The first 
alleged advantage of the ship railway is 
its superior eeoaoiuy. Captaiu Eads esti­ 
mates that it can be built for hfty millions 
of dollars, while the Nicaragua Canal 
would cost at least a hundred millions, 
and the Leseepe Canal probably three times 
that amount. 
The ship railway is also 
alleged to be far less subject to accident 
and blockade. Captain Eads believes that 
ordinary tide-water or lock canals would 
often be injured by vessels running into 
the banks, and that unless they were built 
very wide, which would greatly increase 
the first cost, this danger would hamper 
their ope-rations seriously. 


Of course the main argument relied upon 
by him whi n addressing a California audi­ 
ence must be the increased economy in 
getting our products to market. He ac­ 
cordingly labors to show that his scheme 
would cause a saving of from §4,000,000 
to 80,000,000 a year in grain lreights alone, 
and that therefore it would be of immense 
benefit to our producers. It may be ques­ 
tioned whether his answer to the objection 
that the opening of such a line would de­ 
stroy the Oriental trade of San Francisco 
was a3 fully appreciated as the other parts 
of his argument. He tells the San kraii- 
cisca merchants that whatever loss they 
experienced on this account would be 
more than compensated in the increased 
prosperity of the State at large, aud he 
intimates that the Chinese trade iu the 
nature of thing3 must be diverted if a rail­ 
road is built across the continent with its 
Pacific terminus at San Diego. This may 
bo true, but it is not calculated to satisfy 
those who apprehend the loss of that com­ 
merce upon which they depend. It is, 
however, evident that if the ship railway 
is practicable, it is only a question of time 
for it to lie built, for if it is feasible it is 
so certainly remunerative a project that 
it must attract capital to it before long. 
The w hole history of transportation and 
commercial 
development 
shows 
that 
the tendency is always 
towards the 
lines of least resistance. If our w heat can 
he carried cheaper and quicker to Europe 
by a ship railway than iu any other way, 
the ship railway will be built. It is true 
that such an enterprise may be postponed 
by the completion of a project which, 
though presenting less advantages, yet 
promises to supersede the existing methods 
of transportation. The completion of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad to tide water at 
the Gulf will revolutionize the wheat 
freighting business, and it will offer 
such great advantages over the old system 
that it is probable it will hold the 
business for many years. In these days 
of gigantic enterprises, however, a com­ 
paratively small difference in economy is 
sufficient to stimulate improvements on 
the most extensive scale, and where com­ 
petition in transportation is so keen, and 
production so large, it is evident that a 
scheme of this character is not likely to 
want for support. The ship railway may 
not come in our time, or it may be con­ 
structed within the next ten years. Men 
nowadays do not rest content in the belief 
that anything which promises to pay is 
impracticable, and Captain Eads has cer­ 
tainly demonstrated the thorough feasi­ 
bility of bis project.

THE BANKERS IN COUNCIL. 
The Convention of the American Bank­ 
ers’ Association is an interesting meeting, 
ami it is to be hoped that it may lie able to 
devise some way of averting the danger­ 
ous results which the steady coinage of 
silver must otherw ise entail upon the coun­ 
try. President Mitchell called the atten­ 
tion of the Convention to this subject, 
showing that “ as long as no special effort 
“ shall be made to force the silver into cir- 
“ culation, its existence will chiefly affect 
“ the Government Treasury, to which it 
“ belongs, and to which it apparently sus­ 
** tains the relation substantially of silver 
“ bullion. But whenever, by the fai'ure 
“ of our crops, or other exigencies of our 
“ foreign trade, balances must be remitted 
" to Europe, gold alone will subserve 
“ that purpose. Doubtless any cor.sidera- 
“ ble drain of gold will throw the silver 
“ irto circulation. Paper money will then 
“ fall to the rank of silver, and our entire 
“ circulation will be depreciated to the 
“ value of the silver dollar.” This is the 
danger which we have pointed out ever 


since the passage of the imbecile silver 
b ill; which has all the time been acquiring 
greater dimensions; yet which the politi­ 
cians have been absolutely afraid to deal 
with, notwithstanding the extent of 
the evil with w hich it threatens the people. 
It would be difficult to adduce a more 
conclusive proof of tho utter folly of per­ 
mitting Congress to control the currency, 
tuan this fact constitutes. Here we see 
that both the great parties have allowed a 
process to go on which if not stopped 
must result in debasing the currency hope­ 
lessly, because they were both afraid of 
alienating the vote of the most ignorant 
and stupid element. A t present the sta­ 
bility of the currency depends entirely 
upon the goodness of the crops. Let these 
fail for a single year, and a gold drain will 
set in which must result in the forciug of 
silver into the place of gold as the standard 
of value, and the consequent depreciation 
of every dollar in circulation, from ten to 
twelve or fifteen per cent. The immediate 
effect of that would be the destruction of 
more capital thau the whole of that portion 
of the public debt paid since the close of 
the rebellion amounts to. This too would 
be only the beginning of disaster. But the 
blind politicians obstinately close their 
ears to warnings and remonstrances, and 
daily imperil the well-being of the whole 
nation rather thau run the risk of offend­ 
ing a small minority whose opinions are 
not entitled to respect, because founded 
on ignorance. 
THE WORK 
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The Republican State Convention fin­ 
ished its work quickly. The nominations 
for Electors are judicious and popular. 
The Congressional nominations are fully 
up to the average. Messrs. Page, Davis 
and Pacheco have already been tested, and 
their fidelity and industry need no demon­ 
stration. Mr. Knight bears a high reputa­ 
tion in his district, and will doubtless 
make a strong canvass. The fight in the 
First aHd Fourth Districts appear at this 
juncture to be the most serious, the latter 
bring normally a Democratic district, and 
the former being chronically doubtful. 
The unquestionable merits of Mr. Davis, 
however, insure him the strongest support 
his party can give him, and it is on the 
cards that the opposition vote may be di­ 
vided. The platform adopted by the Con­ 
vention is not as comprehensive as it should 
have been. It appears, however, to have 
been thought that in indorsing the Chicago 
platform all necessity for a separate 
expression of ideas, save on tho Chinese 
question, wasremoved. The Convention did 
not adopt a special plank on the currency 
question, but it did the next best thing in 
indorsing the Chicago currency resolu­ 
tions. These are so plain that nobody 
can play fast and loose with them, and 
they are as far removed from Greenback- 
ism as anything can be. They declare, 
among other things, that “ the order es- 
“ tablislied and the credit acquired should 
“ never be imperiled. That the pensions 
“ promised should be paid. That the debt 
“ so much reduced should be extinguished 
“ by the full payment of every dollar 
“ thereof.” We are satisfied that no can­ 
didate who stands on that platform or on 
the Republican County Convention plat­ 
form will be mistaken for a friend of fiat 
money and repudiation. The Democrats 
have that unenviable distinction to them­ 
selves, and they will have every opportu­ 
nity afforded them for making the most 
cf it. It is to be regretted that there 
should have arisen any ill feeling iu regard 
to some of the appointments on the State 
Central Committee. Upon that body rests 
the responsibility of the conduct of the 
campaigti, aud it ought to be left as free 
aa possible at the outset. We have no in­ 
formation which justifies us iw forming a 
definite conclusion as to the facts in the 
case, however, and therefore shall not ex­ 
press an opinion upon it. 


NOT MÜCH OF A GORMAND’ZaR. 
According to the telegraph Dr. Tauner 
is eating enormously, but if the dispatches 
which profess to give an account of what 
lie doer eat are reliable, he certainly can­ 
not be accused of gormandizing. It was 
stated that he had eaten eighteen oysters 
and eight ounces of milk for breakfast, and 
fifteen oysters for dinner. If that is re­ 
garded a9 huge eating in New York the 
people there must have very slender appe­ 
tites. It is difficult to see how the doctor 
could have been more moderate in fact, 
and if he does not consume more provision 
in a day than that it will take him a long 
time to make up for his fast. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS.

The Supreme Court has decided the 
Taylor school salary law unconstitutional.

Sub-Treasurer Sherman is now paying 
out more silver coin than is coining in. and 
je t there are several millions on hand for 
those who want it in exchange for gold or 
greenbacks. 
The Chinese steamer Wa Chung, from 
Hongkong via Honolulu, is expected to 
arrive to-morrow. This vessel has been 
carrying coolies from China to the sugar 
plantations of the Hawaiian Islands. 
Dr. M erritt’s j-acht Casco arrived this 
morning from Tahiti, having been thirty- 
two days on the passage. Sho had due 
weather during the passage, aud uothing of 
importance to record. She is now anchored 
off Oakland long wharf. 
A circular issued by the State Board of 
Health urges, in view of the existence of 
small pox in the State, thorough vaccina­ 
tion at least every eight or ten V'ear3, and 
deprecates the careless and unscientific 
manner in which the operation is fre­ 
quently performed. 
At the recent examination of applicants 
for teachers' certificates there were 263 
candidates, of which but 62 were success­ 
ful.

Murphy and Clarke 
went out to see whether he is in condition 
to undergo the operation of colotomy, but 
up to our publication hour they had not 
returned. The bottle is described by Fre­ 
donyer as of about the size and shape of 
an ordinary receptacle of the quantity of 
citrate of magnesia sold for two hits. It

from which Fredonyer was suffering 
to 
apply 
tho 
remedy 
which has 
resulted so unfortunately in this instance. 
The application has a cooling effect upon 
the intestine and tends to stop the hem­ 
orrhage. It is represented on medical au­ 
thority that it is not so very infrequent 
that the bottle used bodges in the intestine, 
but it is seldom that the use of instruments 
does not suffice to remove it without resort­ 
ing to colotomy. Three cases, it is said, 
have occurred within the past year in 
which resort had to be taken to the former 
method to relieve the sufferers.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The W est Jersey Hailrnail A ccident. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , August 12th.—As far as 
can bo learned, only one passenger, Jauies 
McSweeney, of this city, was killed outright 
by the accident on the Atlantic City road at 
May’s Landing, but 41 are injured, some 
fatally. All seemed to be scalded or burned, 
very few being smashed or ' bruised. There 
were nearly 2,000 people from Philadelphia 
on the excursion. Following is a description 
of the collision aud the scene that ensued : 
Of the persons on the rear platform of the 
fiist traiu. Borne jumped to the ground and 
then rushed panic-stricken back into the 
cars. The locomotive came bounding on and 
crashed into the rear car, still standing upon 
the bridge, and with such force that the en­ 
gine fairly plowed a furrow half way into the 
car, and lifting the roof of the car over the 
smokestack. 
The shock broke one of the 
cylinders of the boiler, and instantly scalding 
water was poured out upon the affrighted 
and helpless occupants of the car. Raiu had 
been pouring down, and all the wiudows i.f 
the car were down, and, steam filling it in­ 
stantly, added to the horror of the occasion 
aud the sufferings of the victims, for out of 
the concealing vapor came the shrieks of 
women, the wails of children and the yells of 
men. People on the first train ran pellmell 
from the cars or jumped through the win­ 
dows, and it was some time before they be­ 
came sufficiently composed to make earnest 
efforts to rescue the injured and relieve their 
sufferings. 
. 
THE DEAD AND INJURED. 
Mat’s Landikg (N. J.), August 12th.— 
The Union Hotel is a hospital, and in the 
parlors are several dead and dying victims of 
the disaster. Mrs. David M. O. Cristal, with 
her face and body frightfully scalded, lies in 
one room, and by her tide her husband, also 
badly scalded. In an adjoiuing room lies 
Mrs. Boodle, hadly scalded about the head 
and face. Near her, and covered with a 
cloth, is the dead body of Katie Welsh, aged 
11 years. 
Near by íb Lillie Grace, who 
suffers internally. At the neighboring cot­ 
tages are other victims. The body of James 
Sweeny was sent to Philadelphia, while those 
of Miss Mary Henratly, Freddie Carr, aged 
11. and Annie Gillespie remain here. Owen 
Walsh and James Mullen, tied up in raw 
cotton, aud presenting a terribie appearance, 
were suit to Philadelphia this morning. At 
a farm house Mrs. Mary Waddell of Camden 
is lying in a precarious condition. Sarah 
Collins was terribly scalded and received 
frightful internal injuries by inhaling steam. 
She died at the Pennsylvania Hospital, n-d 
Sarah W right died at her residence iu Camden 
this morning. Her mother is lying beyond 
hojie of recovery. The list of dead numbers 
seven. 
CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 
Edward Aiken, engineer of the second 
section of the train, says the accident was 
caused by the air-brakes failing to work. He 
beiievea that had the brakes operated his 
train would have stopped in time to have 
prevented the collision. 
SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , August 12tli.—The scene 
of the disaster is a straight stretch of track 
about 200 yards from May’s Landing station. 
Part of the first section was ou Great Egg 
Harbor river bridge when the crash came. 
Assistant Trainmaster M. Mills states that 
the air-brake had undoubtedly been tampered 
with, whether by accident or derign he could 
not say, but thinks some one must have put 
it out of order by fooling with it in one of 
the closets of the cars through which it 
jiasses. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
M ay’s L an d in g , August 12th.—Mrs. Me- 
Crystal died this afternoon. Lillie Grose 
w is terribly scalded, aud is not expected to 
live until morning.

Pro­ 
longed agiplause and cheers greeted him as he 
was trotted around to get hei^pd for the 
greatest effort of his life. He went down 
past the judges several times 1 efore Hickok 
nodded to give the word. Then he datted

first 
quarter in :33, the half-mile iu 1:07, three- 
quarters in 1:41 and the mile in 2:13j¡—the 
fastest trotting ever done upon the Rochester 
track. The crowd cheered, and they who 
were betting that both horses w-ould lower 
their best previous record now offered to give 
their opponents odds in the pools at rates of 
860 to $50.

S a ra to g a , August 12th.—In his letter 
read before the Association, Secretary Sher­ 
man gives a history of the connection of the 
national banks with the General Govern­ 
ment. He said the only limit of national bank 
issues was the demand for them. With the 
depression resulting from the panic of 1S73 the 
circulation of national hank notes decteased 
from $355,485,578 in 1875 to $316,396,840 in 
1877, when it reached its minimum, aud 
with the return of prosperity has already in­ 
creased to $341.150,813. With such elasticity 
there can hardly be for any considerable 
period in this country either of inflation or 
stringency? iu the circulating medium, and re 
lief in such cases ia fortunately afforded with- 
ont any special act on the part of the Gov­ 
ernment. By the refunding of the public 
debt, already accomplished, an annual saving 
of 819,907,607 has been effected without 
withdrawing the currency from circulation 
excepting for small balances adjusted at the 
Sub-Treasury, aud the bauks have also at all 
times and in various ways strengthened the 
hands of the Government in its efforts to 
bring about specie payments. He called 
attention to the value which such banks have 
been to the Government in comparison with 
that of the bauks organized under State laws. 
He disavowed any desire to exgiress a prefer­ 
ence for depository banks as against the Sub­ 
Treasury system. 
A. L. Snowden, Superintendent of the 
Philadelphia Mint, read papers opposing bi­ 
metallism, aud urging a repeal of the Act 
remonetizing silver.

N ew Y o rk , August 12th.—The Tribune, 
commenting on the report of the President 
of the Texas-Pacific, says : The report dis­ 
closed in the far Southwest a new field of 
almost boundless activity in railroad building 
and internal develogiment. Here is one com­ 
pany expecting to finish in eighteen months a 
road 325 miles long, from Shreveport, via 
Baton Rouge, to New Orleans—a road open­ 
ing, as they have never been opened before, 
the resources of Louisiana. Here is another 
company, already operating 443 miles of road, 
and making a net profit last year of overa 
million dollars, which is stretching out west­ 
ward to El Paso, 600 miles away, under re­ 
sponsible contracts to be there by the end 
of 1882. Since the 1st of March 70 miles 
have been constructed. Over in Arizona 
another compauy is coming eastward from 
California at the rate of more than a mile 
a day, and is sure to be at El Paso as soon 
as any road is there to meet it. From El 
Paso all Mexico opens up, with its popula­ 
tion of ten times our Pacific coast, while the 
lineH already stretching northward bring 
Northern and Western Texas, the Indian 
Territory, Kansas and Missouri into relations 
with the same system. In a word, we have 
here a new Pacific Railroad, stretching from 
San Francisco and the Gulf of California to 
New Orleans and St. Louis, the whole so far 
advanced that the experienced builders now 
confidently expect to run thr ugh trains over 
it by the end of 1682. We shall then cele­ 
brate the centennial of the recognition of our 
indeiieudence with hands across the south­ 
west, holding the Pacific coast as firmly to 
the gulf a3 duri- g the war of the rebellion it 
was fastened to the Atlantic.

Prospector Jesse Martin i 
detected mineral in this rock, and pounded 
up and hammered out some of it, getting a 
rich result in gold. He located the streets of 
the town where the gold rock was taken, and 
had assays made, with the result of $4.600 in 
gold to the ton. The lowest grade of rock 
assayed $43. Governor Lew Wallace has 
just returned from the place. He g>accd off 
the lead, making it 84 paces in width. Sub­ 
sequent assays in Santa Fe give from $3,000 
to $6,000 gier ton. The whole village is built 
on the ledge, and rock worth S3 gier pound 
has been thrown about as worthless.

HEINOUS ATTEMPT TO COMMIT RAPE. 


A most atrocious and death-deserving 
attempt was yesterday afternoon made by a 
so-called man, in the lower part of the city, to 
commit rape upon a little girl between seven 
aud eight years of age. 
He was at work 
cutting wood under the elevated walk near 
where the child lived, and.’calling her to him, 
took her underneath the walk in a secluded 
place and endeavored to accomplish his fiend­ 
ish purpose. The little girl was heard in her 
expression of fright aud he then let her go. 
He was observed just then by a young man 
employed at an adjoining establishment, who 
at once told his employer and was about to 
run and tell the little girl’s father, but the 
proprietor refused to let him do so, as he said 
the father would at once commit murder by 
killing the criminal. 
The proprietor there­ 
upon sent his clerk with tbe utmost speed to 
Chief Kareher to have the man arrested at 
once, before the fact became known, and the 
Chief detailed officer Ferral for that purpose, 
who immediately afterward found the man 
at the place where he attempted to commit 
the act and not knowing that he had 
been detected in it. 
He was hastily 
conveyed 
to 
the 
police 
office 
and 
locked up, after which the officer returned 
aud informed the father oF the facts. The 
father, who is a strong and resolute man, be­ 
came almost wild upon learning in relation to 
it, and after a little time remarked that he 
was glad the man was arrested and out of 
reach before he knew of it, tor he would not 
have allowed anything to prevent his in­ 
stantly killing him. 
The little girl is an 
only daughter, and greatly idolized by her 
parents. The miserable villain who tried to 
commit the unmentionable crime is M att 
McCabe. He is a stout-built man, of about 
45 or 50 years of age, of grayish whiskers 
and hair. He did not effect the crime a t­ 
tempted, and the little one escaped unin­ 
jured, but the expressions of those who heard 
of the occurrence last evening was that no 
punishment was of sufficient severity to meet 
the offense.

The specifications for the brush dams 
upon tbe \~uba and Bear are at hand. 
The upper dam upon the Yuba ia nine and 
one-quarter miles above Marysville. 
The 
distance across the river-bed is about 4,800 
feet. 
The dam is to be erected eight feet 
high above the gm eral p’ane of the btd,- 
aud from four to twelve feeta!>ove the bed, 
according to its elevation. 
A t each end 
the dam is to slope upwards until it reaches 
an elevation of six feet above tbe level top 
of tbe center. 
Oa the north side the end 
will be set in a bench cut into the rocky 
point, and both ends will be covered aud 
protected by masses of rock. 
Tne dam 
will consist of a down-strcam apron and 
the dam proper. 
The apron is placed in 
an excavation of from four to ten feet in 
depth, and consists first of horizontal lay­ 
ers of trees from four to eight inches in di­ 
ameter and twenty-five to thirty feet in 
length, withrthe brush still on the trunks, 
placed with the butts down the stream. 
The layers are separated by poles and the 
si aces filled solidly with small bruah and 
with gravel, to the extent of thirty p _*r cent, 
of tbe bulk of the structure. 
The poles 
and layers of trees are to be faste:ed firm­ 
ly together with iron spikes or wooden pins. 
The surface is slightly below the level of 
the channel. 
Resting upon its upper edge 
are trees wit’ll the butts down stream, but 
each layer retreating up stream aud separ­ 
ated and fastened as described. 
Resting 
partly upon the upper edge of this, and 
partly upon the level of the sand, ia the 
dam proper. 
It consists first of layers of 
trees from fourteen to eighteen feet in 
length, with the butts down stream, in­ 
clining at an angle of forty-five degrees to 
the up-stream bed and built up to the full 
bight of eight feet, the exposed butts form­ 
ing the lower face of the dam and sloping 
down at an angle of forty-five degrees. 
Upon the rear face of this lie tie s from 
30 to 35 feet in length, whose exposed butts 
form the top of the dam, and whose brushy 
tops are sunken in an excavation form­ 
ing tbe 
heel 
of 
the 
dam. 
Finally, 
upon this is placed either a mass of gravel 
or of stone fragments. 
The work is to be 
done in sections of not lees than 100 or more 
than 200 feet, the excavation in half of 
each section at least to be complete before 
any brush is laid. 
Tbe trees are to be cut 
below the dam, but at every 500 feet a belt 
must be left across tbe stream as far as it 
gota. 
Fascines or bundles of brush bound 
together with wire may be used where suf­ 
ficient trees cannot be found within 2,000 
feet of the dams.

A lum in Bread.—Ostensibly, baking 
powders, for the most part, have for a 
basis cream of tartar and carbonate of 
soda ; but cream of tartar itself is notori­ 
ously subject to adulteration, insomuch 
th at it is kept by wholesale dealers íd dis­ 
tinctive grades, the lowest being grocers’ 
—commonly adulterated with an earth 
which contains alum —tbe kind retailed to 
mix with an equally impure carbonate of 
soda as extemporized baking powder for 
home made bread. 
To discover whether 
bread is adulterated with alum, soak a 
portion in water, and add to the water in 
uhich the bread has been soaked solution 
of chloride of lone, a little at a time, care­ 
fully stirring; if alum is present the mix­ 
ture w il be pervaded with milkiness, 
otherwise the liquid will remain limpid. 
To detect alum in flour is more difficult. 
The only safe course for housekeepers is to 
use flour aud baking powders of known 
brands; to eschew all extemporaneous 
baking powders especially ; aud use such 
only as are known to be chemically pure 
aud free from all injurious substances.
